Extracts  from  the  proceedings  of  the  County  Council  of 
Norfolk,  January  27th,  1915. 

No   9- On  motion  of  Mr.  McKiee,  seconded  by  Mr   Burnham. 

Ordered, 

That  the  County  Clerk  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  re- 
vise and  consolidate  the  By-Laws  of  this  County,  and  to  employ 
such  legal  advice  on  the  subject  as  he  deems  necessary,  and  report 
to  this  Council  at  its  next  regular  meeting.  The  re  numbering  of 
the  County  Bridges  and  the  Rules  and  Regulations  pertaining  to 
the  Industrial  Home  to  be  included  in  this  report. 

At  the  Regular  June  Session  the  Clerk  made  a  report  in  refer- 
ence to  the  proposed  revison  and  consolidation,  the  principal  points 
of  which  are  as  follows  : 

The  first  Session  of  the  Norfolk  County  Council  was  held 
January  28th,  3  850. 

John  B.  Crouse,  M.D.,  Warden. 

Since  that  date  Four  Hundred  and  Fifteen  By  Laws  have  been 
enacted  by  the  Council.  If  all  these  By-Laws  were  printed  they 
would  give  but  a  faint  idea  of  the  business  transacted,  as  much  is 
done  by  resolutions,  and  the  adoption  by  the  Council  of  the  reports 
of  Committees  to  whom  various  matters  were  referred. 

In  Municipal  Corporations  generally  there  is  a  dislike  to  for- 
mality, hence,  instead  of  By-Laws,  we  often  have  more  orders  or 
resolutions.  There  is,  however,  an  express  declaration  by  the 
Legislature  that  "  The  powers  of  the  Council  shall  be  exercised  by 
By-Law  when  not  otherwise  authorized  or  provided  for." 

Many  of  the  By  Laws  have  been  repealed  or  become  obsolete 
by  Act  of  Legislature,  or  were  temporary  in  their  character  and 
have  fulfilled  their  purpose  and  have  expired.  Of  the  By  Laws  now 
in  force  it  appears  to  me  that  only  those  that  are  of  real  public 
utility  should  be  published  at  full  length.  Others,  as  for  instance, 
those  incorporating  the  Villages  of  Waterford,  Port  Dover,  Port 
Rowan,  and  Delhi ;  and  the  Police  Villages  of  St.  Williams  and 
Vittoria  might  have  the  number,  title,  preamble  and  date  of  passing 
of  each  By-Law  entered  in  its  proper  place,  thus  giving  a  con- 
venient index  for  reference. 
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The  same  may  \e  said  of  those  establishing,  diverting  or  clos- 
ing up  highways  in  the  County  of  Norfolk  as  passed  by  the  County 
Council;  and  the  By-Laws  of  the  Minor  Municipalities  for  the 
same  purpose  confirmed  by  the  County  Council. 

While  many  of  these  By-Laws  are  of  much  importance  to 
particular  individuals  or  communities  they  are  seldom  asked  for, 
and  can  be  found  in  the  published  minutes  of  the  Council  or  in  the 
official  rec  rd  in  the  County  Clerk's  Office. 

An  Appendix  is  added,  giving  the  Rules  and  Regulations  gov- 
erning the  Poor  House  and  the  Industrial  Farm,  and  the  Rules  of 
the  Roads  and  Bridges  Committee  cf  the  Norfolk  County  Council  ; 
also  a  Schedule  of  County  Bridges  as  adopted  June  12th,  1915, 
and  a  list  of  County  Officials  of  the  present  year.

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  to  pass  a  By-Law 
to  prevent  the  obstruction  and  injury  of  county  roads  and  bridges  ; 

I. — Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  County  of  Norfolk  in  Council  assemble i:  That  from 
and  after  the  passing  of  this  By  Law,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  unload  any  log  or  logs,  timber,  or  other  ma- 
terial or  thing,  on  any  bridge  or  road  under  the  control  of  this 
Council ;  not  to  roll  or  slide  any  log  or  logs,  timber  or  timbers,  from 
or  off  any  county  bridge  into  any  river  or  stream,  under  any  pre- 
tence whatever. 

II. — And  be  it  further  enacted  :  That  any  person  or  per- 
sons violating  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law,  he  or  they  shall,  upon 
conviction  of  the  same  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  this 
county,  on  the  oath  of  one  or  more  credible  witnesses,  forfeit  or  pay 
the  sum  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  or  less  than  one  dollar, 
besides  the  costs  of  the  prosecution  ;  to  be  levied  and  collected  by 
distress  and  sale  of  the  offender  s  goods  and  chattels;  the  said  fine 
to  be  paid  by  the  convicting  Justice  to  the  County  Treasurer,  for 
the  use  of  the  county.  And,  in  case  there  shall  not  1  e  found  goods 
and  chattels  of  the  offender  sufficient  to  pay  the  said  fine  and  ^ 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  convicting  Justice  to  commit  the  offender 
to  the  common  gaol  of  this  county  for  a  period  of  not  more  than 
thirty  days,  or  less  that  three  days,  at  the  discretion  of  tin 
convicting  Justice.

I. — Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  County  of  Norfolk  in  Council  assembled  :  That  after  the 
passing  of  this  By-Law  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council,  by  reso- 
lution, to  appoint,  at  their  first  meeting  in  each  year,  two  Auditors  to 
audit  the  accounts  of  the  General  Sessions  of  this  County. 

II. — Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid :  That 
the  Auditors  thus  appointed  shall  receive  from  the  funds  of  the 
County  the  sum  of  Three  Dollars  per  day,  for  each  day  that  it  shall 
be  necessary  to  be  in  attendance  of  such  meetings,  for  each  and 
every  audit  held  by  them  in  accordance  with  the  above  recited 
amended  Act,  and  a  further  sum  of  five  cents  per  mile  for  each  mile 
necessarily  travelled  in  going  to  and  returning  from  such  audit,  and 
the  County  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  on  the  certificate  of  said 
Chairman,  to  pay  the  aforesaid  Auditors.

— Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  put  up  for  sale  by 
public  auction  within  the  County  of  Norfolk,  any  goods,  wares, 
merchandise  or  effects,  without  first  taking  out  a  license  for  so  doing 
in  manner  hereinafter  provided. 
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2  — It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  licensed  auctioneer  to  put  up 
for  sale  or  sell  by  public  auction  and  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or 
effects,  within  the  County  of  Norfolk,  without  first  producing  his 
licence  issued  under  this  By  Law,  if  required  to  do  so  by  any  rate- 
payer of  the  said  County. 

III. — Be  it  further  enacted,  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
any  Hawkers,  Pedlars,  Petty  Chapmen,  or  other  persons  carrying 
on  petty  trades,  or  who  go  from  place  to  place  or  to  other  men's 
houses,  on  foot  or  with  any  animal  bearing  or  drawing  any  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise  for  sale,  or  in  or  with  any  boat,  vessel  or 
other  craft,  or  otherwise  carrying  goo  's,  wares  or  merchandise  for 
sale,  to  expose  or  offer  for  sale  any  such  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise, without  first  obtaining  a  license  for  so  doing  in  manner  here- 
inafter provided. 

Provided  always  that  no  such  license  shall  be  required  for 
Hawkers,  Pedlars,  or  other  persons  selling  from  any  vehic'e  or  other 
conveyance,  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  to  any  retail  dealer, 
or  for  hawking  or  peddling  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  the 
growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  this  province,  not  being  liquors 
within  the  meaning  of  the  law  relating  to  taverns  or  tavern  licenses, 
if  the  same  are  being  hawked  or  peddled  by  the  manufacturer  or 
producer  of  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  by  his  Bona  Fide 
servants  or  employees,  having  written  authority  in  that  behalf,  and 
any  such  servant  or  employee  shall  produce  and  exhibit  his  written 
authority  when  required  to  do  so  by  any  municipal  or  peace  officer. 

IV. — The  County  Clerk  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  and  printed, 
a  sufficient  supply  of  Licenses,  under  Sections  II.  and  III.  of  this 
By-Law,  in  a  form  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Warden,  and  shall 
keep  the  Clerk  of  each  Municipality  within  the  County  provided 
therewith  ;  such  licenses  to  be  signed  by  the  County  Clerk  and 
countersigned  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipality  issuing  the  same, 
and  to  be  in  force  from  the  date  thereof  up  to  and  inclusive  of  the 
thirtieth  day  of  June  or  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  next 
thereafter  ;  and  the  Clerk  of  any  Municipality  shall  issue  one  of 
such  licenses  to  any  person  applying  therefor,  whose  respectability 
is  vouched  for  by  at  least  two  ratepayers  of  the  County,  upon  re- 
ceipt of  the  fees  hereinafter  mentioned,  which  fees  shall  be  received 
by  the  Clerk  issuing  such  license  to  the  use  of  the  County,  and  shall 
be  accounted  for  and  paid  over  by  him  to  the  County  Treasurer. 

2  — The  Fees  to  be  paid  by  such  Licenses  shall  be  the  following: 

For  an  Auctioneer's  License  for  a  period  exceeding  six  months, 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 
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For  an  Auctioneer's  License  for  a  period  of  six  months,  or  a 
less  period,  the  sum  of  eight  dollars 

For  a  Hawker  or  Pedlar's  License  for  a  period  of  one  year,  or 
a  less  period,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

For  every  horse,  ass,  mule  or  other  beast  or  boat  used  for 
bearing  or  drawing  burden  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  for  every 
period  of  one  year,  or  less  period,  that  it  shall  be  so  employed,  the 
sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

The  County  Council  may,  by  resolution  passed,  after  due  notice, 
at  any  regular  session,  direct  that  the  Clerk  issuing  such  Hawker's 
or  Pedlar's  license,  should  grant  a  rebate  of  such  sum  as  the  Council 
directs  to  any  applicant  who  is  bona-fide  a  resident  and  ratepayer  in 
any  Municipality  in  the  County  of  Norfolk. 

V. — Every  person  offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  By-Law,  shall,  upon  conviction  before  one  or  more  Justices  of 
the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  within  the  County,  forfeit  and  pay  a 
sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  with  reasonable  costs,  to  be 
levied  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  of  the  offender  ;  Buch  fine 
to  be  paid,  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  informer  and  the  other  to  the 
County  Treasurer  to  the  use  of  the  County  ;  and  for  want  of  such 
distress  such  offender  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  County  Gaol  for  a 
period  not  exoeed  twenty  days,  unless  such  fine  and  costs  be  sooner 
paid. 

VI. — That  a  fee  of  one  dollar  is  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Municipality  issuing  the  license  under  this  By-Law,  to  be  paid  by 
the  applicant,  except  free  licenses  ordered  by  the  County  Council. 

VII. — The  word  "  Hawkers  "  in  this  By-Law  shall  include  all 
persons  who,  being  agents  for  persons  not  resident  within  the 
County,  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  Tea,  Dry  Goods,  Watches,  Plated- 
ware,  Silver-ware,  Furniture,  Carpets,  Upholstery,  and  Millinery 
or  Jewellery,  or  carry  and  expose  samples  or  patterns  of  any  of  such 
goods  to  be  afterwards  delivered  within  the  County  to  any  person 
not  being  a  whosesale  or  retail  dealer  in  such  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise.

All  those  schools  situated  in  the  said  County,  and  being  North 
of  the  M.  C.  R.  R.  tracks  shall  be  deemed  Inspectorate  North,  of 
such  County ;  while  all  schools  being  South  of  above  mentioned 
tracks  shall  be  deemed  to  compose  Inspectorate  South,  for  such 
Public  School  inspection. 

Be  it  further  enacted  that  T.  W.  Standing,  B.A.,  be  and  he 
is  hereby  appointed  Public  School  Inspectorate  of  Incorporate  North, 
of  these  Counties,  such  duties  to  commence  September  1st,  1912. 

Be  it  further  enacted  that  the  salary  and  travelling  expenses 
of  the  above  mentioned  Inspector  be  the  amounts  as  agreed  upon 
by  the  Joint  Committees  of  the  Counties  of  Norfolk  and  Brant, 
such  division  as  arranged  being  upon  the  basis  of  78  per  cent,  to  22 
per  cent,  of  such  officer's  salary.  Brant  County  paying  78  per 
cent,  and  Norfolk  County  paying  22  per  cent,  of  such  amount,  and 
Norfolk  County  paying  a  further  sum  of  Sixty-five  dollars  to  defray 
such  officer's  travelling  expenses.

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  make  provisions  for  the  payment 
of  members  of  the  County  Council  while  attending  to  their  duties 
at  the  meetings  of  the  said  Council,  and  the  expenses  of  travelling 
to  and  from  such  meetings.

That  every 
Councillor  shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  that  he 
shall  necessarily  be  in  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  County 
Council,  and  a  further  sum  of  five  cents  per  mile  in  going  to,  and 
returning  from,  the  said  meetings  of  the  said  Council. 

2. — Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid  :  That 
the  Warden  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  his  cheque  on  the  County 
Treasurer  in  favor  of  each  and  every  Councillor,  at  the  end  of  each 
Session  for  the  payment  of  the  mileage,  and  the  sum  al  owed  for 
each  day's  attendance  at  the  said  Council. 

3. — Be  it  further  enacted  :  That  the  remuneration  for  all

8th — The  Salary  of  the  Accountant  of  the  Industrial  Farm 
and  Home  is  fixed  at  Fifty  Dollars  per  annum. 

9tk  —  The  Salary  of  the  County  Surveyor  is  fixed  at  Fifty 
Dollars  per  annum. 

10th— The  Salary  of  the  High  Constable  is  fixed  at  Forty 
Dollars  per  annum. 


11th — It  is  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that  it

(3)  That  this  Municipal  Corporation  be  and  is  hereby  auth- 
orized to  borrow  the  said  amount  for  the  above  purposes.

1st — The  Roads  and  Bridge  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
Reeves  of  the  various  Rural  Municipalities,  and  such  other  members 
as  the  Council  may  from  time  to  time  elect. 

2nd— The  Chairman  of  the  said  Committee,  together  with  the 
member  for  the  Municipality  in  which  the  work  proposed  to  be  done 
is  located,  shall  constitute  a  working  quorum  for  any  and  all  pur- 
poses in  connection  with  the  work  of  said  Committee. 

3rd — All  c  mimunications  received  by  the  Warden,  County 
Clerk,  or  any  member  of  this  Council,  relative  to  any  County  bridge, 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Bridge  Committee. 

4th — The  Chairman  shall,  upon  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  go 
and  inspect  such  bridge  in  company  with  the  member  for  the  Muni- 
cipality in  which  the  bridge  is  located. 

5th — The  quorum  of  two  shall  proceed  to  let  any  necessary 
tender  for  work,  inspect  the  work  when  completed  and  certify  the 
Contractor's  account. 

6th — The  Warden  shall,  on  receipt  of  Contractor's  account, 
properly  certified  to  by  Chairman,  issue  Irs  cheque  in  payment  of 
the  same. 

7th — The  Working  Quorum  shall  not  undertake  any  repairs  or 
new  work  that  shall  entail  a  greater  expense  to  this  County  than 
$400,  without  first  consulting  the  whole  Committee. 

8th— That  the  Working  Quorum  be  hereby  empowered  to  pro- 
cure the  services  of  the  County  Engineer  whenever  they  deem  it 
advantageous  to  do  so. 

9th — That  the  Chairman  be  empowered  to  direct  the  members 
of  his  Committee  to  proceed  with  minor  work  without  the  Chair- 
man visiting  the  same. 
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10th — When  the  work  to  be  done  is  in  the  Municipality  of  the 
Chairman,  he  shall  summon  to  his  assistance  on  the  Working 
Quorum  that  other  member  of  the  Bridge  Committee  who  lives 
nearest  the  work  that  is  to  be  done. 

11th — That  the  Chairman  shall  be  required  to  keep  a  minute 
book  in  which  a  record  of  every  meeting  of  the  Committee  shall  be 
kept.  Such  minutes  shall  include  names  of  members  attending 
such  meetings ;  place  of  meeting,  and  a  record  of  the  business 
transacted.  This  record  shall  be  available  for  inspection  to  any 
member  of  the  County  Council,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  scrutiny 
of  the  County  Auditors.

Governing   Poor   House   and    Industrial 
Farm,  County  of   Norfolk. 


Rules  as  to  Admission, 


Persons  Eligible  for  Admission. 

I. — Those  whose  age  and  infirmities  render  them  incapable  of 
providing  for  themselves,  and  who  have  no  friends  able  or  willing 
to  support  them. 

II. — Those  who  have  been  residents  of  this  County  for  at  least 
six  months. 


III. — Persons  in  so  weak  state  of  health  as  to  unfit  them  for 
earning  their  own  living. 


Persons  Not  Eligible  for  Admission. 

I. — Those  who  are  known  to  be  depraved  and  of  bad  character. 

II. — Persons  with  contagious  diseases. 

III. — Persons  belonging  to  other  municipalities. 
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Rules  for  Inmates, 

1. — Every  person  admitted  must  be  thoroughly  cleaned  by 
bath,  his  hair  cut  short,  and  properly  clothed. 

2. — All  inmates  who  are  able,  shall  rise  at  the  ringing  of  the 
bell  at  7  a.m.  during  the  months  of  April,  May,  June,  July, 
August,  and  September,  and  at  8  a  m.  during  the  remainder  of  the 
year. 


3. — No  Inmate  shall  leave  the  Home  without  the  sanction  of 
the  Master. 

4. — Inmates  are  to  be  allowed  to  attend  their  several  places  of 
worship  on  Sunday, but  they  shall  return  to  the  Home  immediately 
after  the  service,  unless  permission  to  the  contrary  has  been  obtain- 
ed from  the  Master. 


5.— No  Inmate  shall  be  allowed  to  sit  down  to  meals  without 
being  properly  washed  and  cleaned. 

6. — No  profane  language,  or  immoral  conduct,  shall  be  per- 
mitted on  the  premises. 

7. — No  spirituous  or  malt  liquor  will  be  allowed  bn  the  premi- 
ses, except  what  may  b3  required  in  the  medical  stores. 

8. — No  pensioner  is  to  be  received  into  the  Home  until  he  has 
surrendered  all  his  pension  to  the  County  for  his  maintenance,  and 
the  Special  Committee  must  be  satisfied  that  the  applicant  has  no 
friends  to  help  him,  and  that  he  is  unable  to  take  proper  care  of 
himself. 

9. — Such  inmates  as  shall  be  considered  able,  shall  assist  in 
the  house  work,  nursing  the  sick,  making  the  beds,  cleaning  the 
wards,  and  doing  such  other  work  as  the  Master  or  Matron  shall 
from  time  to  time  direct. 

10. — The  Special  Committee  shall  have  power,  when  they 
deem  it  necessary  to  do  so,  to  discharge  any  inmate  summarily  for 
unseemly  conduct  or  breach  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 
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11. — It  is  the  duty  of  the  Master  to  preserve  order  and  see  that 
the  Rules  are  enforced,  and  report  in  writing  any  infringement  of 
the  same  to  the  Special  Committee. 

12. — If  any  inmate  is  sick  or  in  distress,  he  or  she  must  report 
same  at  once  to  the  Master,  who  shall  immediately  notify  the 
Visiting  Physician. 

13. — The  Master  or  Matron  shall  see  that  all  Inmates  are 
within  the  doors  at  7  p.m.  for  the  night,  and  that  they  be  in  bed 
not  Jlater  than  9  pm.  during  the  summer  months,  and  8:30  p  m. 
during  the  winter  months. 

14. — All  persons  admitted  to  the  Poor  House  must  surrender 
to  the  County  all  right  and  control  of  any  property  or  money 
they  may  be  possessed  of. 

15. — The  Visiting  Physician  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all 
matters  affecting  the  sick  inmates,  or  sanitary  condition  of  the 
house. 

16. — It  is  the  duty  of  the  Visiting  Physician  to  report  regularly 
in  writing  upon  the  condition  of  inmates  and  House  at  the  January 
and  June  Sessions  of  the  County  Council  of  each  year. 

17. — Inmates  violating  any  of  these  Rules  may  be  placed  in 
solitary  confinement,  with  bread  and  water  diet,  for  such  period  as 
the  Special  Committee  shall  direct,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Visiting  Physician.
